Customized Three Page Sample Go-Kit (Jumpkit) Checklist: 


The following lists identify items that will, or might, be useful to an ARES volunteer when they are 
deployed. It should be clear that some items from each list would be needed in just about any 
deployment and that others wouldn't be essential. Since each volunteer must determine which items 
to include in their personal jumpkit to bring on any one deployment, these lists should only be used 
as a guideline or starting point.
